»0d controller at Toronto, been pro: 
tbited in Canada by order in council 
assed upon the recommendation of 
e food controller. 
The regulations, which go into effect 
»day, and which will remain in force 
ntil further notice, prohibit the aale 
id purchase of peas, beans, toma- 
pes, beets, celery, corn, spinach, rhu- 
orb and pumpkins preserved in cans, 
as’ jars or any other container, It 

provided, however, that the food 
yntroller may issue Neenses permit- 
ng the sale and consumption of such 
reserved vegetables where he deems 
necessary or expedient, and th reg- 
lations as framed do not apply. 

(a) When such vegetables are sold 
y the canner to the wholesaler or re- 
ler; or by the wholesaler or jobber 
) the retailer; or

The food controllyr’s action is a 
direct outcome of investigations which 
show that the canners of the Domin- 
ion are not able to supply more than 
60 per cent of the demand for canned 
vegetables for the coming season, and 
that, despite the plentiful supply of 
fresh vegetables on the market, large 
quantities of canned vegetables are 
being sold daily. It is essential to the 
prevention’ of waste and the releasing

During Air Raid—Patients Cheer As ‘Plane Brought 
Down—Night Attacks On Olearing Stations 
\ Behind Lines, 


British Front in Franee, Aug. 23, via London Aug. 24.—Perry Robinson, 
in a dispatch to The Times, says: 

The following is an example of how German airplanes do most of their 
raiding at night, while we attack in daylight. This continues true. A new 
development has arisen which in any former war and for any other com- 
batant would be incredible. 

The Germans ati now dolibérately selecting our hospitals and clearing 
stations for attack. This charge is dispassionate and made itn all earnest- 
ness, and does not imply that Germans accidentally hit a clearing station, but 
that they deliberately select them for attack, They leavé all else alone. 

Three nights ago they bombed three clearing stations in succasion, These 
Had béen éstablished in their present position for two years, The Germans 
must have been perfectly well aware of their identity and they were not sub- 
ject to legitimate attack. In one attack they wounded three women nurses. 
In the second they killed one man and wounded three doctors of thé Royal 
Army Medical Corps. In the third they killed nine German wounded soldiers 
in their beds, 

Last night they similarly attacked other stations, with results not yet 
ascertained. At the placo where the German patients were killed there was 
not only German wounded being attended to, but also a large number of our | 
own men. While our wounded all remained silent and self-controlled, the 
panic of the Germans was indescribable, When one bomb fell a German 
being attended. by a nurse held up his hand in terror and cried piteously: 
“Kamerad, kamerad,"” to the laughing niirse, 

London, Aug. 24 (C.A.P,).—Chatham House, at Ramsgate, used as a 
Canadian military hospital, with the adjoining Townley Castle, was bombed in 
the German air raid on Wednesday, There was a huge Red Cross flag spread 
out on the ground, as an indication of the Gharacter of the bwilding. A hun- 
dred patients had collected in the grounds to watch the fighting, making a 
big patch of hospital blue, which the Huns could hardly fail to see, 

A bomb which dropped on Townley Castle wing reduced to matchwood 
more than half of a ward 50 yards long and 20 yards wide. They were 
mostly amputation Macy and some patients had lost both legs. All had 
managed to get into th® grounds and cheered for all they were worth when 
the first raider came Afinning to earth in flames and then another a few 
minutes later, Shortly afterwards the attack on the hospital began, Where 
all the beds had been was nothing but ruin. This part of the establishment 
consisted only of a ground floor, the better to sult the comfort of the men 
who had lost their legs. Camps used by patients were also destroyed, burn- 
ing to ashes when they caught fire, 

The wonder js that of the men standing near only one was Killed. Seven 
were seriously injured. Dozens of others had fragments of bombs in their 
bodies, Other bombs that hit tho hospital went through the roof of an old 
school and completely wrecked a ward, which fortunately was empty. On 
the floor below, the recreation room also was emptly, but the explosion went 
through to the basement and killed Private Creighton, of the quartermaster's 
staff, who was preparing the mid-day meal, Creighton had served 18 months 
in France before he was invalided home, ‘

bate which led to some spirited cross- 
firing. The amendment was rejected 
on a division of 61 to 13, a govern- 
ment majority of 38. The amendment 
agreed to by the conference waa then 
adopted and the bill was reported. 
The house then went into committee 
of supply. 

When the consideration of the con- 
scripted men bill wae resumed, in re- 
ply to Hon. Charles Murphy, the min- 
ister of justice stated that conscripted 
men would not be military voters un- 
til their names were actually placed 
upon the roll. ~ He also said that Hin- 
doo members of the expeditionary 
force from British Columbia would 
have a vote, Every person, male or 
female, being a Briti#h subject,; whe- 
ther a minor or an Indian, any per- 
son ordinarily resident in Canada, An 
the expeditionary force, would be giv- 
en_the franchise, 

Hon, Frank Oliver asked about the 
case of a man voting who had no 
right to vote. 

Mr, Doherty replied that the Cana- 
dian criminal law did not apply in 
France or England and they would 
have to rely on the oath of the indl- 


vidual. 
Pugsley's Amendment 

Hon. Mr. Pugsley moved an amend- 
ment to prevent members of the Can- 
adian forces who have never been 
residents of Canada being given the 
right to vote. Hé argued that under 
the phraseology of the clause a man 
might be given a vote who had never 
been in Canada at all, and it was not 
desirable to give such men the right 
to take part in the civil life of Canada. 
Tt ‘was worse, he said, when it was re- 
alized that a non-Canadian who knew 
nothing of Canadian affairs would be 
given the right to select his constitu- 
ency. It might turn the election ii 
many constituencies, 

Mr. William German of Woiland, 
who seconded the amendment, da- 
clared it was an outrage cn the civil 
rights of Canadians and an outrage on 


the soldier electors of Canada who 
were fighting the battles in the 
| trenches, 


W. 8. Middleboro said he knew of 
Canadiana living in the Unite. States 
who, when the war broke out, threw 
over lucrative positions and joined 
the Canadian forces, These men 
were more entitled to the frachi se 
than he himeelf.

Afraid of Government Count 

Hon, Frank Oliver said that he did 
not object so much tothe non-resideni 
soldiers voting, in fact chers was much 
to be said for it, but he did object tu 
placing the direction of a tarze iurn- 
ber of votes in the hands of the gov- 
ernment and its friends.

H. B. Morphy wondered if the Lib- 
erals were afraid of the sulidiers’ vote.

Normal School, Practice School 
And Lutheran College All 
Located There. 


The normia school at Camrose re- 
opened on Wednesday, August 22nd, 
for the fall term with 42 students, 40 
women and two men presenting them- 
selves for enrollment on the opening 
day and more to follow. The marked 
disparity in numbers between the sex- 
es will be readily understood as being 
due to the war conditions and the con- 
sequent dearth of man power In the 
province. 

The Camrose normal school, the 
second largest in the province, the 
other being at Calgary, was establish- 
ed in 1912 and during the construc- 
tion of the present building wus 
housed in the high school. The new 
building was completed in 1913 and 
is a handsome and commodious struc- 
ture, standing on extensive grounds 
and occupying a commanding posi- 
tion on the hill overlooking the town 
on the southwest side where it can be 
seen from all directions. It is fully 
equipped with all the most modern 
and up-to-date applicances and re- 
quirements of a high class educational 
establishment, its splendid halls and 
spacious lecture rooms being designed 
with special regard to lighting as well 
as to the convenience and comfort of 
the students. 

Practise School Also. 


Here also is the noram! practise 
school which js in reality the public 
school of the town with an enroll- 
ment of 320 pupils. For the informa- 
tion of the unenligthened, it may be 
explained that a normal practise 
school is simply an ordinary public 
school attached to a normal school 
and attended by the children of the 
district, in which the teacher-students 
practise the scientific methods of 
teaching Inculcated and illustrated by 
the faculty of the noral school. 

There are two courses for teackers, 
each extending over a period*of four 
months—the spring course and the 
fall course. The forer commences in 
the first week of Janlary and termi- 
nates at the end of April. The fall 
course continues from the 22nd_ or 
28rd of August to Christmas. Any 
student who passes the department 
Grade XI, examination is eligible for 
admission to the schoo] as a second 


class certificate candidate, while those | 


who pass Grade XII. are eligible as 
first-class candidates. For the first 
two years of its existence the normal 
school only gave second-class certifi- 
cates; now it awards both first and 
second, 

The Attendance Figures. 

In the spring term of 1916 there 
were 142 students, including a num- 
ber of teachers from the “old coun- 
tries’ and from the States who took 
a short courshe of five weeks. In the 
fall term there were 9 9students, The 
number in the spring term of this 
year was 87. One reason for the com- 
paratively email number of students 
presenting themselevs at the present 
session is the fact that owing to the 
scarcity of teachers in the province a 
number of the students who have 
passed out of the high schools are now 
going out teaching on permits, A 
large proportion of these will in all 
likelihood take the normal course 
next spring or fall, 

The Staff. 


There is a capable and distinguish- 
ed staff of instructors engaged at the 
normal school, The principal is G. 
Fred McNally, M.A., one of the best 
known and most popular education- 
ists in Alberta, Vice-Principal J. R. 
Tuck, M.A., is professor of hygiene, 
geography, agriculture and nature 
study. The other members of the 
staff are: W. A. Stickle, B.A., mathe- 
matics and phychology; Miss A. J. 
Dickie, B.A., composition, grammar 
and history; Miss E. M. Burnett, pri- 
mary work; Miss J, Stewart, domes- 
tic science; Miss Currie, secretary; 
Miss Ethel Boyle, librarian; G. F, 
G. F, Manning, art, and C, 8, Morri- 
son, manual art and wood work. 

At a moderate estimute the estab- 
lishment of the normal school in Cam- 
rose means an annual revenue of $50,- 
000 to the town. But the indirect ad- 
vantages derived from such a centre 
of education and culture are much 
more important and cannot be estf 
mated in dollars and cents, 

The staff of the normal practise 
school is as follows: _F, D. Welry B.A., 
principal; A. E, Might, vice-principal; 
Miss K. B, Goodfellow, Miss Arm- 
strong, Miss Logan, Miss Orr, Miss 
McClennan, Miss Johnson and Miss

The high school has an attendance 
of about 60 pupils. The staff con- 
sists of Mr. Ford, B.A., principal; Miss 
D. R. Ripley, B.A., and Mre Powell. 


The Lutheran College. 

Another important educational es- 
tablishment in Camrose is the Norwe- 
gian Lutheran college, with an at- 
tendance of about 90 students from 
all parts of the proyince. The prin- 
cipal is Professor Lavik, B.A., and the 
vice-principal, Professor Soldeim, B.A, 

From the foregoing it will be seen 
that Camrose is one of the most im- 
portant educational centres in Alber- 
ta and wit hits advantages in this di- 
rection coupled with Its position as an 
important agricultural and railway 
centre hte town is assured of a pros- 
perous future,

SUFFICIENT HARVEST 
HELP IN ALBERTA 


Six Thousand Men In Province 
And Others Coming—Women 
Doing Their Bit In Fields. 


H. A, Craig, deputy minister of agrt- 
culture, who has just returned from 
a motor trip through the province, 
starting from Lethbridge, says that the 
crops generally are looking very prom- 
ising. The hailed-out district around 
High River was the only exception 
noted, Cutting has already begun at 
Some points but will not be in full 
swing for a week or so. The deputy 
minister thinks that the yield will be 
up to the average except in the ecast- 
ern part of the porvince, where the 
dry spring set it back. The quality of 
the grain will be as good as the best. 

Mr. Craig noted that the women of 
Alberta are ‘doing their bit” in help- 
ing with the harvest. In many fields 
he saw women wearing overalls, pitch- 
ing hay, handling. rakes and forks 
with a spirit and efficiency that makes 
the average harvest hand look like a 
slacker, 

It is estimated that 6,000 men will 
be at work in the harvest fields of Al- 
berta next week, in addition to home 
labor. The department of agricu;‘ure 
considers that the prospects of an ade- 
quate supply of labor is so good that 
there is no further occasion for 
anxiety. The Edmonton and Calgary 
labor bureaus sent out 1,200 men each 
and the Lethbridge bureau sent out 
600. It is expected that another 122 
| will be enrolled in the next 10 days,

Birds Reported To Be Fairly 
Plentiful—Olose Season For 
Chicken. 


The shooting season for wild geese 
and ducks opens on Sept. 
while the official date for the close is 
set at Dev, 15th, the season will real- 


ly end with the coming of the ice up- | 


on the lakes. The, legal limit states 
that not more than 30 ducks shall be 
Kil.ed in any one day by any one per- 
son nor more than 200 ducks shall 
be killed in one season by any one 
person. 

Chicken Shooting Ilegal, 

No partridge, pheasant, ptarmigan 
or prairie chicken shall be killed in 
the province of Alberta before Oct. 
Ist,, 1918, There is no open season 
for these birds this fall. 

The only shore birds that may be 
killed are the Black Bellied Plover, 
the American Golden Plover, Wilson's 
Snipe, the Greater Yellow Legs and 
Yellow Legs, the open season for 
which is from Sept. ist to Dec, 16th. 
All other shore birds are protected. 
Swans and cranes are protected for 
ten years under tlie international 
treaty with the United States, 

Game guardians and travellers re- 
port that ducks and geese are fairly 
plentiful. The international treaty 
abolished the spring shooting of ducks 
and geese and this has tended towards 
a marked increase in the mating and 
raising of large numbers of young 
ducks in the lakes and sloughs of the 
northern part of the province for the 
birds were not disturbed in the spring. 

Sheep and Goats. 

The season for mountain sheep and 
goats igs open from Sept. ist to Oct. 
14th Inclusive. The season for hunt- 
ing deer, moose and caribou is open 
from Noy. Ist to bcc, 14th Inclusive. 

Licenses must be secured the same 
as was the case last year, The fees 
are $2.25 for a resident's bird game 
license; $2.50 for resident's big game 
license; $1.00 for a resident farmer's 
big game license; $5.00 for non-resi- 
dent’s bird game license, and $25.00 
for non-resident’s general game li- 
cense. The limits on the number of 
big game allowed to any one person 
is the same as last year.

TENT DWELLERS 


MUST REGISTER 
OR EVACUATE 


City License Department Institut- 
ing Prosecutions—Five Persons 
Before Police Court. 


Those who by choice or force of 
circumstances follow the life primi- 
tive by living in tents and shacks in 
the limits of the city of Edmonton 
must obey the regulations and bylaws 
of the city or else indulge their patri- 
archal instincts elsewhere, 

A number of these people have fail- 
ed to take out the necessary license 
for their temporary dwellings, and in 
consequence the City License Depart- 
ment is on the war-path. Five were 
brought to the police court on Friday 
morning and although the cases were 
scttled it cost them each $2.10 costs 
and $2 for the license. 

The officials of the License, Depart- 
ment say tht the trouble is not caus- 
ed so much by the regular shack 
dwellers, as by a number of transients 
who come along, put up a building or 
tent on the H. B. Reserve or geome 
cther part of the city. 

Here they herd together for some 
months, or so long as the city officials 


do not get after them for living under | 


unsanitary conditions. The number 
of shack and tent dwellers in the city 
{s not nearly so great as formerly, but 
there are enough to start a good- 
seized epidemic if they were not lonk- 
ed after, 

Just now it seems that a number of 
the regular ones are trying to stuve off 
payment as long as possible, and in 
consequence the department have to 
get after them, 

The imposition of these licenses 
serves the purpose of keeping check 
on residents of this class in the city 
and it also compels the dwellings to be 
Kept in sanitary condition. The bylaw 
says that no person shall occupy as a 
dwelling place a tent or building ap- 
parently intended as a _ temporary 
building unless it bears the license 
number and the letters “B. H.” expos- 


ed in a conspicuous position, this 
showlpyg that the license ig issued 
under the Board of Health, Again the 


Heense cannot be issued untii a certifi- 
cate has been secured from tne Medi- 
cal Officer of Health to the effect that 
the premises conform in to the sani- 
tary requirements of the Public 
Health Act and the other bylaws and 
regulations of the city. 

The provisions of the bylaw do not 
extend to tents or buildings used sole- 
ly for the purpose of affording ad- 
ditional sleeping accommodation for 
the bona-fide occupants of an adjac- 
ent residence. 


WHEAT PRICES 
AGAIN TOPIC 


IN COMMONS 
Hon. Frank Oliver Questions 


Ottawa, Aug. 24.—On the orders of 
the day in the commons this after- 
noon Hon, Arthur Meighen said that 
his remarks of yesterday on the C.N, 
R. bill had been incorrectly reported 
in the nress in a couple of particulars. 
He had not remarked, as reported, 
that Montreal was opposed to con- 
scription, 
he favored confiscation of the C.N, . 
It would, he said, be for him to suy 
superfluous that he had made the lat- 
ter statement. 

Replying to questions by Hon. 
Frank Oliver, Sir George Foster sald 
that the maximum price of $2.40 for 
wheat In Canada, fixed some time ago, 
had been made a fixed price until 
September 10 After that date the 
United States would be in a position 
to co-operate with Canada in estab- 
lishing prices, 

Mr. Oliver quoted figures of wheat 
prices to show that they were higher 
in Minneapolis and Duluth yesterday 
than in Winnipeg. He asked if these 
figures were correct. 

Sir George replied that they were, 
but that prices had fluctuated a great 
deal from day to day. Sometimes 
they were lower and sometimes higher 
across the line than In Canada, 

Mr. Oliver suggested that the de- 
partment of trade and commerce 
should prepare a statement showing 
what has been lost by the farmers 
through the prohibition of export of 
wheat, 

Sir George did not know that this 
could be done, but if it céuld the de- 
partment would also prepare a state- 
ment showing how the people of Can- 
ada had benefitted by the prohibition.

President Tener Was Some Twirler In His Playing Days. 

It was just about a quarter of a century ago that John Kinley 
Tener, afterward governor of Pennsylvania and now President of the 
National League, twirled his last game, It has been sald that Tener 
wasn't much of a pitcher, but the old timers who worked with him 
tell a different story. Tomorrow will be the twenty-eighth anniver- 
sary of one of Tener's best performances in the box. Pitching for 
the Chicago club, he farined ten of the Bostonians in nine innings. 
Of course, that isn't any record, and falls far short of such feats as 
that of “Toad” Ramsey of Loulaville, who struck out seventeen 
Metropolitans in 1886 and seventeen Cleveland swatters in the fol- 
lowing year. Then there is Sweeney of Providence who put the 
rollers under nineteen Bostonians in one game away back in 1884, 
Nevertheless, Tener's stunt was pretty good and he was without a 
doubt one of the great moundsmen of, his time, The future head 
of the National Teague rounded out his playing career with the 
Pittsburg club, quitting the game in 1890 when he found that his 
salary wing was growing. weak.

Labor News 
and Gossip 


OCALLY the event of the week so 
far as labor is concerned is ihe 
decision of the city council to in- 

crease the pay of laborers by five cents 
per hour, thus bringing the total up 
to 34 cents per hour, It was satisfac- 
tory to note the unanimous manner in 
which the proposal was handled by 
council, not a dissentient voice being 
raised, one member remarking that 
it times were propitious he would like 
to raise the wages of all the employees. 
The previous amount secured by day 
laborers for an eight-hour day was 
$2.40, and when the point was raised 
by Ald. Kinney the other members 
agreed that with prices at their pres- 
ent inflated condition, this amount 
was insufficient for any man with a 
family. If coal goes up to $7 per ton, 
such as rumor says may not be im- 
probable, even with increases of wages 
the struggle is going to be a hard one 
this winter for many households. The 
number of laborers employed by the 
city now is nothing like so great as 
some time ago, but it constitutes a 
large portion of the common labor In 
the city and the five cents increase will 
help considerably. 


ONSIDERATION of the agreement 
between the street railway men 
and the city council has now 

been commenced, and Judging from 
the: tone of the meeting this week be- 
tween the Utilities committee and the 
delegation from the street railway men 
it seems that the arrival at an amic- 
able arrangement may not be a pro- 
longed matter this year. Considering 
the condition of the city finances it is 
highly desirable that this result 
should be arrived at without govern- 
ment intervention. A good start has 
been made, however, and this should 
go a long way to a harmonious settle- 
ment. The men stated their chief 
reasons for the increases asked for— 
mainly the high cost of living. On 
the other hand the committee—as 
members of the council have done 
before—expressed the opinion § that 
they are not unfavorable to civic em- 
the 
great problem is to find the money 
for the pay-roll. So far, there does 
not seem any solution to this prob- 
lem in sight, but it is thought that 
with some further discussion a de- 
cision may be arrived at with regard 
to the agreement, 

HE complaint of the Trades And 
Labor Council to the city council

cil considered that they still had a 
just cause for complaint, that they 
could afterwards bring the subject. to 
council, when there wo.ld be repre- 
sentations from both sides to aid tn 
a decision, 


T is pleasing to be able to announce
